- ¢I remember a notable first trip across the 
lines made by a pilot who had just arrived from 
England. He had been kent up to have a look at 
- the battle line, with an old-hand observer and 
instructions not.to cross the trenches, However, 
he went too far east, and found himself ringed by 
Archie bursts. These did not have their cus- 
tomary effect on a novice of inspiring mortal 
funk, for the new pilot became furiously angry and 
flew Berserk. He dived toward Bapaume, dropped 
unscathed through the barrage of anti-aircraft 
shelling, for which this stronghold was at the 
time notorious, fired a hundred rounds into the 
town square from a height of 800 feet and raced 
back over the Bapaume-Poziers road pursued by 
flaming “onion” rockets.

The tendency is toward a rapid development of | 
aircraft even more startling than that of the past. | 
Some of the modern scout machines have a level | 
speed of 130-150 miles an hour and can climb more | 
than 1000 feet a minute until an abnormal height | 
is reached. It is certain that within a year later 
machines will travel 160, 180 and 200 miles an | 
hour level.

Munition Making Is Preferred q 


Unquestionably, the readiness with which wom- 
en go into munition factories is influenced mate- 
riaHy by the higher wages generally paid in these 
newly erected establishments, where labor costs 
are hot dragging anchor in the price level of gen- 
eral commercial commodities and in the necessity 
dt. anticipating labor adjustments after the war.

WHERE ARE THE MARTINS? 


Sir: There are a good many purple martins about 
St. Louis every summer, and boxes in various parts 
of the city are usually occupied by colonies, large or 
small. Where are the martins now? 

These cheerful birds usually return from the South 
about the first of April. The recor@ of spring mi- 
gration for this city, as published in the last issue 
of Bird Lore, gives the results of observations for 
11 years, and the average date of arrival is shown 
to be March 21. 

The males. usually come first—sometimes only one 
or two of the swiftest flyers—and the mixed com- 
pany puts in its appearance a few days later. March 
last year, as this year, was mostly spring-like, and 
two males came to their boxes in South St. Louis on 
the 15th of March. It appears in Bird Lore’s very 
comprehensive symposium—‘‘Some Notes on Mar- 
tin Colonies’’—that March 15 happens to be the 
earliest record of arrival, this observation, along 
with others from some fifty-five cities, having been 
made in 1888. 

The late arrival of spring birds is always to be 
desired, as many fall by the way when they come 
so early as to be caught by cold weather, especially 
if there be snow or cold rains.. Certainly on April 
10—cool, but bright and spring-like—it must be 
that these interesting and most useful birds are 
somewhere about, or, at least, that they have left 
the greater part of their long journey behind them 
and that they are coming on swift wings to receive 
the welcome that bapa Las JUNIATA.

Just as we all thought the war was over the few 
Germans left near here made a dash into our camp. 
I immediately issued a call to arms to my staff, but 
none of them was dressed at that hour, 10 a. m. Not 
one of them had her hair done up, or was halfway 
through her morning toilet. As they came running 
into my headquarters, they all declared themselves to 
be perfect frights and not fit to be seen at that timd 
of the day. A few of them had their handbags, and 
began at once to powder their noses. The noise out- 
side increased. The staff became alarmed: but we 
had no shelter in the way of cellars, so for the first 
time in the whole campaign we had to meet the enemy 
face to face. He soon swarmed over our barbed wire 
defences and rapidly approached my headquarters. I 
really doubt whether women were intended to do s 
man’s part in life. As long as a woman can get her 
name in the papers on any sort of a pretext she is 
happy. She doesn't care if it is about charity, dress, 
marriage, gardening, divorce, amateur theatricals, 
living models, political reform, picketing the White 
House, or how much clothes she can discard in St. 
Louis or Palm Beach and still escape police inter- 
ference—everything goes, even an occasional refer- 
ence to good housekeeping; but over here we have no 
chance for these free ads. 

Our alarm was unnecessary. The Germans who 
had come into our camp were simply hungry. Most of 
them were old, many wounded, and all had been left 
behind when the German retreat began last October. 
Col. Sophie Meyer of Milwaukee took quite a shine 
to one Of them. Really, I think she pitied the poor 
fellow. Anyway he is coming over again. 

We fed them all. Maybe a woman is still a woman, 
sometimes. 

Anyway, we learned to be prepared.

The military odds are still 
with militarism, since it controls the state ma- 
chinery; democracy’s fight now is for breath and 
a chance to live, for some slight relief from mil- 
itary restrictions; not for complete freedom, but 
only for a tolerable partial freedom of speech, 

Military control today is still absolute.’ Since 
June 30, 1914, Germany has been living in -a 
legal ‘state of siege,” all the powers of all civil 
authorities automatically passing into the hands 
of the military authorities with the proclamation 
of martial law. , 

Until martial law is lifted absolute military 
control of freedom of speech and public opinion 
not only is theoretically possible, but frequently 
proved in practice. It is made possible by three 
forms of perfectly lawful milttary activity; these 
are military censorship, control. of public meet- 
ings and preventive arrest. Inthe practice of 
these, subject only to general directions from the 
Prussian Minister of War, each commanding 
General is an autocrat in his own corps district, 
and there are consequently “as many degrees: of 
militarism in Germany as there are practica) 
exponents of it. 

Not all commanding Senne: exercise their 
rights fully..

So-called “extraor- 
dinary war courts’ have been introduced, com-

The Death Penalty. 


Under martial law the 
courts can inflict the death penalty not only in 


all cases provided by normal peace-time’ law, but 
as 


in a large extended number of cases, such 
forcible attack- on or resistance to civil or mili- 
tary authorities. The ‘“white-weapon’’’ police 
saber and cold bayonet are still exclusively relied 
on-to maintain order in extremities. 
' The fight for greater freedom of. speech, par- 
ticularly for more freedom of the press, has 
concentrated itself in a sharp, sustained attack on 
the part of. the Reichstag majority, against the 
abuses of the military censorship. There is no 
longer a political censorship in Germany today. 
The guestion of war aims and peace terms has 
been thrown wide open for press discussion. So 
far as. the political leadership in Germany is alone 
concerned, both press and public enjoy complete 
freedom of speech and thought. This reform, 
however, is nullified :for all practical purposes by 
the military censorship. 

There is in Germany, today only a military cen- 


‘ruling--with blood and iron, if necessary—undét worship, exercised’ bythe several commanding 


Generals of arty corps districts and the Com- 
mander in Chief in the Marks, subject to general 
orders issued by the Prussian Minister of War. 
But this military censorship is of a very ‘elastic 
nature and not only. ig applied to purely military 
matters, but can be and is stretched to cover pol- 
itics or any other subject’ of discussion. The 
basic principle of the German military censor- 
ship is to preserve military secrets and to main- 
tain the Will to victory: The peculiar abuses of 
the military censorship result from the fact that 
it does not confine itself to preventive measures, 
but plays an active, positive part in seeking to 
contro] public opinion. -

Though the not undramatic struggle between 
militarism and. democracy, still more or léss 
vaguely. veiled in wordy drapery of “new orienta- 
tion,” “inner political reform” and the ‘needs of 
the .new times,” is clear-cut, there are no pro- 
tagonists on either side, no great outstanding fig- 
ures of heroic proportion.

into more or less partially demoralized sheep and 
hopelessly reactionary goats according as they 
have or have’ not ‘learned a lesson of enlighten- 
ment from their hard schoolmaster, War, Wil- 
helm II must be ranked among the vast majority 
of the German people who have learned a bitter 
lesson to the extent of acquiring at least some 
smattering of democratic enlightenment.

Pictorially, the Kaiser has undergone little 
change; his hair has grown whiter during the past 
year, but:the old super-Rooseveltian vitality, his 
old ‘élasticity of mind and body, persist unim- 
paired. The significant change has been inside 
his head. He feels lily happy only when at 
the front, among his troops; while the quibblings 
and quarrelings. of the politicians at home and 
the recurring political crises got on his nerves 
make him thoroughly tired; he is always glad to 
get away from Berlin. 

The significant fact is not generally known 
among the German people themselves that dur- 
ing the last years of the war the Kaiser has be- 
come addicted to intensive religion and, particu- 
larly when in Berlin, spends much of his time 
locked.up in solitary prayer—not improbably for 
political enlightenment.

While the Kaiser has not openly and whole-| 


souledly thrown in his lot and that of the Hoh- 
enzollern dynasty with the broad masses of Ger- 
many, he is at least tentatively toddling along 
the road of inner political and spiritual com- 
promise, away from reactionaries and Pan-Ger- 
mans and toward the waxing camp of liberalism 
and enlightened moderation. The shifting cur- 
rents in the Kaiser’s soul are gaugeable by the 
open disgruntlement and chagrin of the feudal- 
minded Conservatives. and the greater feeling of 
warmth and friendliness in liberal and democratic 
circles.

Imperial change of political heart appears not 
entirely or even largely due to fear of the rising 
masses; it has all the earmarks of being moved 
by a’ belated recognition of the highest interests 
of the state, and of being, in this sense at least, 
partly voluntary; not in-first line fears for the 
dynasty, but a realization of the futility-of re- 
sisting the irresistible, a common sense‘ “playing 
safe,” a granting of rights, gracefully, while still 
possible, before public opinion too imperatively 
demands. ° 

The Hohenzollern dynasty, in tick, appears to 
be in no danger of falling as a result of under- 
mining internal forces. The Kaiser has lost none 
of. his popularity, except in the sense that even 
‘the national hero, Hindenburg, is no longer quite 
such a magical name to conjure with. The patri- 
otic effervescence of the early war months is 
gone, and food and economic pressure too long 
prolonged have tended to diminish enthusiasm all 
along the line. 
The. quiet, smoldering loyaity of the masses 
of the Germian people the Kaiser still enjoys un- 
impaired, this being particularly true of the 
hardy peasantry, the backbone of Germany, but 
hardly less true of the rank and file of orthodox 
majority Socialism. The Kaiser is still looked 
upon inevitably and approvingly as the head and 
symbel of the German empire, without which, to 
most Germans, a fatherland is still unthinkable.

The “millionaires” here wear 
better clothes than most of the oth- 
ers, as they did before internment; 
they have their own cooks and serv- 
ants to wait upon them the same as 
the officers. As the “millionaires’’ 
buy their own food and are not lim- 
ited as to quantity, the food cost per 
man per day in the inner compound 
is higher than in the outer com- 
pound, one month’s comparison 
showing almost twice the cost for the 
inner compound, due to the quality 
of food purchased rather than to 
quantity or wastefulness for, accord- 
ing to the officers in charge, the 
“millionaires” are a thrifty lot, and 
very little is lost. 
Even Millionaires Work. 

Lahor conditions vary in the inner 
and in the outer compound, but the 
millionaires do not live in ease and 
idleness despite the fact that they 
live in officers’ quarters and are self- 
supporting, as is shown in the daily 
routine of the prison camp life. 

Most of the prisoners at Fort Ogie- 
thorpe are from the Eastern sections 
of the United States, although the 
Middle West is represented in large 
numbers, both among the wealthier 
and the lower class prisoners. To 
begin with internment: They are 
brought in by United States Marshals 
or an army guard and are first sub- 
jected to a minute search. BEvery- 
thing that might aid them to escape 
is taken from them. If they have 
money, that is also taken and placed 
to their credit, and post exchange 
checks are issued to them, on which 
they: may write checks on their de- 
posits. They may also have post ex- 
change “money,” issued in books of

Continued From Ps Preceding Page. 
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the many problems constantly aris- 
ing in the administration of war 
prison camps. As explained by the 
commandant, the situation is this: 

There are enough men, and more. 
in the large compound to perform 
all the labor outside the stockade, 
and they are men who are accus- 
tomed to labor and can earn the 
wage they réceive. Some of them 
practically are without funds or have 
only a meager amount, and the pay 
received for their labor enables them 
to purchase tobacco and small crea- 
ture comforts of which otherwise 
they would be deprived. 

On the other hand, the ‘million- 
aires’ aré unaccustomed to manual 
labor and would make but sorry 
competitors with the other class in 
quarrying rock, breaking stone, 
building roads and walks and dig- 
wing ditches. Being already self- 
supporting, the daily wage would be 
no inducément. One of the prob- 
lems of the commandant has been 
to find employment for them that 
they can suitably perform. 

One man acts as clerk to the ex- 
ecutive officer, who says he is highly 
éfficiént. Another “millionaire” does 
all the clerical work in connection 
with the issuance of clothing, but 
the bulk of the clerical work at the 
camp, bétng of a military and secret 
nature, cannot be,entrusted to enemy

Causes Shortening of the Pro- 

hibition Period. 

The period during which licensed 
dealers have been prohibited by the 
tood administration from selling live 
or freshly killed pullets and hens has 
been shortened to end at midnight 
next Friday, instead of April 30, it 
was announced by the local Food 
Committee yesterday. The regula- 
tion became effective Feb. 11 last 
and was promulgated to increase the 
supply of fresh eggs. 

It was explained by the Food Com- 
mittee that fresh eggs are rapidly 
flowing into the various distributing 
centers, including St. Louis and thai 
by next Friday there will be a large 
supply available. -The supply of 
storage eggs will be exhausted about 
the end of this month. The price of 
No. 1 grade, fresh eggs, is 33 cents 
wholesale, 36 to 37 cents cash and 
carry and 39 to 40 cents credit and 
Celivery. Reduction will follow, food 
officials say. 

Three grocers were ordered by the 
Food Committee to ‘discontinue the 
sale of sugar and flour for a period 
of days, as a penalty for violating 
the selling rules of the food adminis- 
tration. The grocers are C. A. Rohl- 
fing, 926 Goodfellow avenue, prohib- 
ited from selling flour and sugar to- 
morrow, Tuesday and Wednesday, 
for charging more for sugar than 
the price quoted on the weekly price 
list and for selling flour without 
sufficient substitutes; G. Rapp, 4935 
Ashby place, prohibited frofh selling 
sugar and flour Tuesday and Wednes- 
day for same reasons, and W. Weiss- 
mann, 2525 North Taylor avenue, 
forbidden to sell flour tomorrow and 
Tuesday, for failure to sell required 
amount of substitutes with wheat 
flour.

Americans Inflict Heavy Loss 


GERMAN ALLIANCE 


HEAD HERE HELD 


ON U. 5. WARRANT 


Made Prediction to Reporters 
That War Would End 
. Within Six Months With 


Germany as Victor. 


PUT IN CELL WITH 
AN ALLEGED I. W. W. 


Protests Against Serving~ of 
Warrant, Saying That He 
Is the Victim of -a Trick 
and Arrest Is an Outrage. 


Dr. Charles H. Weinsberg of 2805 
Lafayette avenue, president of the 
Missouri branch of the German- 
Americap Alliance, was arrested last 
night at his home, charged with vio- 
lation of the Federal éspionage act. 
The warrant for his arrest was based 
on an interview printed in yester- 
day’s Post-Dispatch, in which Dr. 
Weinsberg predicted that the war 
would end in six months, with Ger- 
many as the victor. 

While Dr. Weinsberg was on his 


way to the city jail, in charge of 
two Deputy United States Marshals, 
four other members of the Executive 
Committee of the State German- 
American Alliance, meeting at 1502 
Chouteau avenue, were voting to dis- 
band the organization. They were 
F. W. Keck, John Gewinner and 
George Withum of St. JT ouis and 
Fred Lorenz of St. Joseph. In an- 
nouncing their decision, they said 
that the Executive Committee of 
the City German-American Alliance 
would meet at the same place next 
Friday night, and ‘that the city or- 
ganization would then disband. 


In Cell With Alleged I. W. W. 

At the jail Dr. Weinsberg was re- 
quired to take a bath, Sad was 
dressed in jail clothes, a pajama-like 
suit of striped ticking cloth. He was 
placed in a cell with an alleged I. 
W. W. member, who is being held 
on a charge under the espionage act. 
He was not permitted to talk to any- 
one, but was told that he might tele- 
phone to United State Commissioner 
Atkins, in regard to his bond, if he 
.wished. It appeared that he would 
have to wait for members of his 
family to arrange for bond for him. 

Dr. Weinsberg protested at his 
home against being taken to jail, 
saying he would appear at any time 
when he was wanted, and that his 
standing in the community rendered 
his arrest an outrage. He com- 
plained further, at the jail, of being 
treated, as he declared, like a crim- 
inal. He said his reputation was 
above reproach and that he had 
bought Liberty Bonds. He is 51 years 
and a native of Germany, and has 
been in the United States 36 years. 

Result of Trick, Weinsberg Says. 

To Deputy Marshals Clooney and 
Klein, who made the arrest, Dr. 
Weinsberg said; 

“This is the result of a trick. Two 
years ago I sent outa noticeto mem- 
bers of the alliance to read the St. 
Louis Times, and not to read the 
Post-Dispatch, because of the un- 
fairness of the Post-Dispatch to the 
alliance. Yesterday, when the Post- 
Dispatch reporters came to see me, | 
discussed my views with them, but 
they misused my statement, careful- 
ly leaving out parts which would 
have changed the meaning.’’ 

He denied having said, at any 
time, that Germany’ would win the 
war in six.months. 


Assistant United States District At- 
torney White said yesterday after- 
noon, after issuing the warrant, that 
he was proceeding under Section 3 
of the espionage act, which -forbids 
the making of any statement with in- 
tent to create disloyalty or insubor- 
dination in the military or naval 
forces of the United States. He said 
it had been held that these forces 
include all men subject to call, as 
well as those actually in service. 

White Going to Test Matter. 

“IT believe such utterances as 
those.contained in Dr. Weins- 
berg’s interview come under the 
statute,” White said, “and I am 
going to test the matter. A man 
who would talk in this manner ‘to 
newspaper men would not hesi- 
tate to say the same things to 
others.

Taxable valuations of real estate 
and personal property in St. Louis, 
as fixed for 1918 by the City Board 
of Equalization, which adjourned 
yesterday evening, are $688,;161,750, 
an increase of $69,604,740 over the 
assessments for last year. 

The board rejected the recommen- 
dations of the State Tax Commission, 
submittéad through John H. Guna- 
lach, its Supervisor of Assessments 


in St. Louis, and decided to raise the 
assessments of 1917 by 30 per cent, 
on the assumption that this increase 
would bring them to 100 per cent, or 
full ‘“‘cash value,”’ as required by the 
statutes. : 

This was done in all sections of 
the city except between Chouteau 
avenue, Lafayette avenue, Broadway 
and Grand avenue. This is the dis- 
trict in which James F.‘Brady, who 
was dismissed from the position of 
Deputy Assessor two weeks ago, 
made the assessments for this year. 

In all cases in which property was 
overvalued by the deputy assessors, 
either on their own initiative or in 
following instructions given by Su- 
pervisor Gundlach, the assessments 
were reduced by the city Equaliza- 
tion Board to 100 per cent. Members 
of the board held that in some in- 
stances the raise over last year’s as- 
sessments had been from 30 to 500 
per cent. 

Central Part of City Not Affected. 

The resolution of the board in- 
creasing valuations to 100 per cent 
did not affect property in the cen- 
tral portion of the city. In that dis- 
trict the increases made by the dep- 
uty assessors was 30 per cent or less, 
compared with last year’s figures. 
Some land values in this section are 
as high as $15,000 a front foot. Some 
important reductions were ‘made in 
the assesment of improvements in 
this part of the city. 

In its public statement, after ad- 
journment yesterday, the board de- 
clared that “the complaints against 
increased assessments placed on 
property by the State Tax Commis- 
sion’s agent, Mr. Gundlach, were so 
numerous that the board was com- 
pelled to hold night sessions for the 
past week’’ to adjust the valuations. 

Finding that it was impossible to 
consider and correct each individua! 
case, and “that the large increase 
was without foundation, the board 
adopted the plan of making a flat 
increase of 30 per cent over last 
year’s valuations. 

Officials of trust companies and 
other executors of estates, the board 
declared in its Statement, expressed 
the opinion that if there was insist- 
ence on a full cash valuation of se- 
curitieés held by estates, they would 
petitian the Probate Court to have all} 
this class of property converted into 
money and invested in Liberty Bonds, 

If this were done, the board said, 
it would mean that the city, State 
and schools would be deprived of 
taxes on about $10,000,000 of such 
securities. The board decided that 
the law required this personalty to 
be assessed at true value, and thai 
was done. 

The figures presented as repre- 
senting the assessment of real estate 
and personal property were not re- 
garded by the board as accurate. 

“It is impossible at this time to 
give exact figures of what the actual 
assessment will be,”” it was pointed 
out in the board’s statement. ‘‘Never 
in the history of the Assessor's office 
have the assessments been so. dis- 
turbed and the figures so changed,” 
the report continues. 

Utilities’ Values Increased. 

In the course of its work of equal- 
igsing the board made considerable 
increases in the valuation of proper-

“McTague’s,” a famous restaurant 
established in. the basement of the 
Century Building, Ninth and Olive 
streets, 21 years ago, by James H. 
McTague, closed its doors last mid- 
night. 

The closing of the restaurant was 
made without preliminary announce- 
ment and will come as a surprise to 
those who have been patrons of the 
place for years. A statement was 
made to reporters by the owner after 
the doors had been closed, in which 
he said the abandonment of the busi- 
ness resulted from constantly ad- 
vancing costs of foodstuffs and the 
fact that his lease on the basement 
will expire on May 1. 

McTagues’s was the pioneer base- 
ment restaurant and barroom in St. 
Louis and has enjoyed a national 


reputation for its foods and service. 
It was the first of the better class | 


restaurant in the city to take up the 
cabaret, and for several years main- 
tained the most elaborate cabaret in 
the city. 

It was one of the most popular 
after-theater restaurants in the city 
and until a year or two ago did a 
large business after @ghtfall. Dur- 
ing the last two years the night busi- 
ness of both the bar and restaurant 
had been constantly decreasing. 

McTague, in the announcement of 
the close of the place, stated he ex- 
pects to open an establishment in the 
West End as soon as conditions war- 
rant. He is president of the Mary- 
land Hotel and announced the “Mc- 
Tague’ service would be transferred 
from the old stand to the hotel din- 
ing room a block away. 

McTague came to St. Louis from 
Cmaha and opened a small fish and 
oyster. house opposite the Planters 
Hotel on Fourth street, the site of 
the Pierce Building, where he re- 
mained for about two years. until he 
opened the restaurant in the Cen- 
iury Building.

TWO U. S. AVIATORS GET 
DISTINGUISHED SERVICE CROSS 


New Military Distinction Conferred 
Upon Captain and Lieutenant for 
Downing German Flyers. 

WITH THE AMERICAN ARMY 
IN FRANCE, April 13 (By A. P.).— 
Capt. James Normal Hall and Lieut. 
Paul Frank Bair, members of the 
American agrial foreés on this front, 
were today - awarded the distin- 
guished service cross. They are the 
first American aviators’ to receive 
this new military distinction. 

The official citation states that 
Capt. Hall, on March 26, attacked 
a group of five enemy single-seater 
machines and three enemy two-seat- 
ers. while he was leading aerial pa- 
trol of three machines. He himself 
dstroyed one and forced down two 
others, .which probably weré de- 
stroyed. . 

Lieut. Bair, on March 11, at- 
tacked single-handed a group of 
seven enemy pursuit machines, de- 
stroying one, Which crashed to the 
ground near the French line north- 
east of Rheims. On March 16 he 
attatked two enemy seaters, one of 
which fell in flames.

THE HAGUE, April 13 (By A. P.). 
—The Government has introduced in 
Parliament a bill providing for the 
establishment of compulsory civillan 
service for the duration of extraor- 
dinary circumstances. The bill im- 
poses this obligation upon all male 
citizens and all unmarried women or 
chilaless married women within the 
mother country between the ages of 
17. and 60, with the exception of 
men in the naval or military serv- 
ice, or persons included in specified 
exceptions. 

The bill empowers the Govern- 
ment, in case war, to control all 
available han a at the present 
time to compel all those activities 
must not be suspended lest the coun- 
try’s interests suffer, to continue 
such activities.

Where Germans Are Striving ‘i Break Through - 
: British Lines to Reach The Channel Ports

SN RN 
TIFFENING of British resistance 
S has checked the German drive 
southward from the Lys to- 
ward Bethune and westward from 
Merville towards Hazebrouck, near 
the Belgian border. The enemy pres- 
suré is continuing with great weight 
‘toward the north and desperate bat- 
tiing is in progress along the line 
1unning southwest from Messines to 
the south of. Bailleul. 


The whole Ypres salient and the 
continued safety of the channel 
ports are pointed to by observers 
abroad as at stake in the fighting now 
under way. Hazebrouck and Bailleul, 
important railway centers, are vifal 
feeding points for Messines Ridge 
and the Ypres position in general. 
Germans Held at Nieppe Front. 
So far as Hazebrouck is concerned, 
the Germans have been held for the 
time at least, on the edge of the 
forest of Nieppe, west of* Merville, 
and some five miles away from their 
Objective. The Germans have been 
battering away at the British lines 
here since they captured Merville on 
but have: ad- 
vanced only a,few hundred yards, 
being stopped. short of the forest, 
Which is about a mile and a half be- 
yond Merville. 

y Little additional light was thrown 
by Saturday’s dispatches upon the 
situation around Bailleul, to which 
the Germans had worked .very close 
‘In Friday's fighting. It was revealed, 


ing heavily in the vicinity of Neuve 
'Eglisé and Wulverghem, which lies 
in the region to the northeast of 
Bailleul, between it and Messines. 
The British are on comparatively } 
high ground here, and the reports 
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did not indicate that the Germans 
were making much progress. 

On the southerly side of the wedge, 
which the Germans have driven in 
between Labassee and Armentieres, 
the British resistance was notably 
stiff. Bethune has been threatened 
by the push in this direction. The 
enemy twice attacked Locon, on this 
line about three miles north of Be- 
thune, but each time was repulsed, 
the second time more easily than the 
first. The British also held firmly 
around Givenchy, on their right 
flank, and advanced theis line by 
capturing an important German post 
in this region. 

Allied Position Improved on Somme. 

There was an improvement also 
in the allied position on the Somme 
battle front. The Germans had 
gained a footing in Hangard-En- 
Santerre, southeast of Amienes, in 
an attack on Friday, but a combined 
drive by the British and French dur- 
ing the night at the point where. 
their lines join, on the river Luce 
near Hangagd, restored the situa- 
tion, putting the French again in 
complete possession of the village. 

Meanwhile, the American forces 
are contributing notably to the main- 
tenance of the line on sectors of the 
French front to the southeast. The 
men in the sector northwest of Toul 
added to their laurels last night by 
repelling, in conjunction with . the 
French, another German attack on 
the positions in Brule Wood,\in the 
forest of Apremont, east ‘of St. Mi- 
hiel.

The enemy’s plan seems to be to 
deliver a succession of hammering 
blows at different points between 
the Somme and the sea and with the 
desire of bringing about a British 
evacuation of the entire northern 
district of France. 

Six German armies are participat- 
ing in the battle raging along the 


front.’ They are as follows: Van 
Arnim’s, Von Quest’s, Otto von Be- 
low’s, Von Marwitz, Von Hutier’s 
and Von Boehm’s on the east of the 
Oise. 

The Germans, owing to their pos- 
session of interior lines of communi- 
cation inside the semi-circle formed. 
by the front, are able to move their 
strategic reserves with greater facil- 
ity than the allies, and thus by sur- 
prise with readily concentrated su- 
perior forces, can compel the retire- 
ment of ‘the allies at any point.

WASHINGTON, April 13 (By A. 
P.).—-The observations of t mili- 
tary critic of the Paris Temps on 
the German offensive received here 
today in an official dispatch from 
France, are as follows: 

“Two adversaries possessing about 
| the same number of forces face each 
| other. These forces on both sides 
are composed approximately of 200 
divisions. Both adversaries are 
equally determined to make an end 
of the other. There is hope of a 
final decision and each aims at a 
| vital point. It is no longer a ques- 
tion of progress or gaining an advan- 
hortening the line—the 
enemy army must be destroyed. 

“Facing the strategist of the Ma- 
zurian Lakes is a French General 
of marvelous intelligence and activ- 
ity. He economizes his forces and 
awaits his hour. The duel of the 
two men will decide the fate of the 
world. 

“The enemy failed at 
March 26. In a struggle of this 
character, a blow missed can be- 
come singularly dangerous for the 
one who attempted it, and we have 
the feeling that the success obtained 
up till now by the adversary is of 
doubtful result. They have gained 
advantages, but they have ‘placed 
him in an unstable situation, which 
can become perilous. Completely 
engaged, he is obliged to pursue his 
plan to the end. He is like the man 
who ascends a steep mountain and 
who is hanging on a narrow ledge, 
between precipices. If he succeeds he 
will win a brilliant victory. If he 
fails disaster is inevitable. In this, 
success, which has not been won im- 
mediately,

The next day brought relief to 
the nervous strain by giving posi- 
tive assurance that the mysterious 
bombs came from a gun planted 
within the enemy’s lines. As long 
as there was uncertainty about it, 
the uncanniness was trying to the 
populace. As soon as they knew ex- 
actly what was going on, the city 


resumed its normal aspect and went, 


If strange shells 
were dropping from nowhere on 
Paris, it was terrifying. If, on the 
other hand, the people knew they 
came from a certain gun at a cer- 
tain place, all well and good. Guns 
had shelled Paris before. The city 
would endtre: 

The authorities took steps to ad- 
vise the people. There were already 
two authorized alarms, so the spe- 
cial one to tell of bombardment by 
the big gun was called No. 3. Po- 
licemen were to walk about beating 
drums. No particular beat, just a 
noise of drums. This delighted the 
famous small boy of Paris. He 
marched behind the policeman, imi- 
tating his style and beating upon a 
tin can. The street crowds laughed 
heartily and the majesty of the law 
was maintained with dignity. 

Palm Sunday was the second day 
of the bombardment, and Paris 
flocked to the parks and boulevards. 
The distant booms of the shells were 
utterly disregarded, as if by com- 
mon consent, and the holiday mak- 
ers picknicked un@encernedly. 

On Monday, one of the shells 
failed to explode. This gave the ar- 
tillery experts the data they sought. 
The missile was approximately fif- 
teen inches long with a caliber of 
about nine inches. This strength- 
ened the arguments of those who 
contended the gun must shoot a 
shell, which was itself a sort of can- 
non. This‘primary shell is timed to 
explode in mid-flight and so add 
new propulsion to the smaller ene 
which it carries. The second one ex- 
plodes upon contact at its objective. 

In an interview, Ex-Premier 
Painleve, considered one of the 
world’s leading . mathematicians, 
said: 

‘Have the Germans managed to 
combine ordinary artillery science 
with one of the processes often sug- 
rested for maintaining the speed of 
projectiles, such as the methods em- 
ployed for maintaining a rocket?

from recoil which can be fired from 
a Zeppelin? 

“Neither. of these hypotheses 
would accord with precision in aims 
ing. On the other hand, if “hey 
have remained in the domain of 
classic artillery science they. must 
have succeeded in doubling, at least, 
the initial speed of the projectile, 
which is an enormous advance. But 
if they have,done this, they have 
only done it Avith shells of low ex- 
plosive capacity, which are conse- 
suentiv cf no great efficiency.”

WASHINGTON, April 13 (By A. 
P.).—President Wilson has approved 
the Shipping Board’s suggestion for 
an appropriation of $50,000,000 to 
experiment with concrete _ ships. 
Chairman Hurley will confer Mon- 
day with Chairman Sherley of the 
House Appropriation Committee who 
has promised to introduce the ep- 
bill - immediately and 
assage. No opposition to 

e measure is expected in either 
house. It is planned to make $15.,- 
000,000 available at oncee. 

The President is said to be keen- 
ly interested in the new type of con- 
struction. He has talked several 
times with Hurley, Senator McCum- 
ber, who is urging the appropriation 
in the Senate, and other officials 
who believe concrete ships will prove 
an important link in the “bridge 
across the Atlantic.” Chairman 
Hurley frankly has said concrete 
construction is an experiment, but 
that the shipping board does not feel 
warranted to pass over any possibil- 
ity of turning out ships quickly be- 
cause the experiment may not prove 
a success. 

Everything that can be done to 
ascertain the possibility of using 
concrete ships commercially has 
been done by the Shipping Board. 
R. J. Wig, expert ‘in the concrete 
construction, recently completed an 
examination of piers, bridges, etc., to 
determine the effect of sea water on 
concrete. Wig also observed the 
launching of the concrete ship Faith 
in California, and made a report of- 
ficially described as ‘‘very enthusias- 
tic,” of the behavior of the vessel. 
Tests of concrete construction have 
been made by the Bureau of Stand- 
ards under the personal direction 
of Secretary Redfield. 

Conclusions from all these experi- 
ments have convinced many experts 
that concrete ships would be a suc- 
cess. They regard such ships as es- 
sentially covered bridges, capable of 
standing all the strain and the stress 
which concrete bridges have under- 
gone without damage. 

Shock is the one big undetermined 
factor, and they believe that the re- 
sistance of concrete ships to shock 
ean be determined only by actual ex- 
periment with the vessels. them- 
selves. The chemical action of sea 
water on concrete has not fully been 
determined yet, but from observa- 
tions already made experts do not 
believe it will cause speedy disinte- 
gration. 


Rivalry Between. Builders of Steel 
Ships Grows Active. 
WASHINGTON, April 13 (By A. 
r.).—Rivalry between Atlantic and 
Pacific Coast shipyards to establish 
records for the quick launching of 
steel ships is constantly growing 
more active. Chairman Hurley to- 
day promised to /attend the launch- 
ing of a ship now being built in an 
Altlantic yard if it is put into the 
water in less than 64 days, the 
record set at Seattle. Meanwhile 
the Seattle yard is striving to lower 
its own record and has reported that 
a ship would be launched in 51 days, 

possibly less. 

Hurley declined to name the At- 
lantic coast yard which is trying 
for the record.

Churches. 


The Joint Conference Committee 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church 
and the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South, which had been in session at 
Centenary Church for four days, dis- 
cussing measures for reunion of the 
two branches of Methodism, ad- 
journed last night, with the an- 
nouncement that a partial agree- 
ment had been reached. 

The official announcement given 
out by the Rev. Dr. Frank M. 
Thomas of Louisville, seGretary of 
the Joint Conference Committee, 
was: ' 

We have reached agreement and 
have voted approval of two of the 
three crucial problems involved in 
the unification of American Meth- 
odism. The principles and frame- 
work of the regional conference, 
the general conference, the epis- 
copacy and the judicial council 
have been approved by both com- 
missions. We are unable to agree 
as to the status of the colored 
membership in’ the reorganized 
church. The suggestions of both 
commissions on this subject will 
be transmitted to the general con- 
ference of both churches for their 
information and action, 

The Southern Methodist general 
conference convenes in Atlanta May 
2. The Methodist Episcopal general 
conference is not to convene until 
1920, unles an @anlier date is set by 
the Bishops, for special consideration 
of the plan of reunion. 

Negro Question Only Obstacle. 

It appears from the report that 
the negro question, which split the 
Methodist Church in the United 
States in 1844, is the only obstacle 
remaining to reunion. Then the is- 
sue was that of negro slavery. Now 
the difference is between the relation 
of the negro membership to the 
church organization. The Methodist 
Episcopal Church has separyte negro 
congregations, but gives the negro 
Bishops a vote in the general con- 
ference. The M. E. Church, South, 
maintafms a separate arganization for 
the negroes, who are not represented 
in the general conference, but have 
their own conference. This is the dif- 
ference which, as the report indicates, 
the committee was unable to recon- 
cile, and has had to refer to the gen- 
eral conferences of the two branches 
of the church. 

Several Bishops. members of the 
Conference Committee, seen last eve- 
ning at the Warwick Hotel, would 
not amplify the statement in the 
committee’s formal announcement. 
This was the fourth meeting held by 
the committee in the past 16 months. 
Fifty men, including five Bishops of 
each branch of the church, were on 
the joint committee.

WEINSBERG SURE 
OF SUCCESS OF 
GERMAN ARMY 


Expressed Himself Freely to Re- 
porters—Had Figured Out 
Plans of Offensive. 


The statement of Dr. Weinsberg, 
predicting peace within six months, 
with Germany as the victor, was 
made to two Post-Dispatch reporters 
in the physician’s offiee Friday after- 
noon, 

One of the reporters had previous- 

called on Dr. Weinsberg 
in connection with the affairs 
of the German-American Alliance, 
and Dr. Weinsberg had expressed his 
views on the outcome of the war. 
The Post-Dispatch did not print this 
statement, but to avoid the possibil- 
ity of any misunderstanding, sent the 
same reporter, with another, both ex- 
pertenced men, to alk with Dr. 
Weinsberg on the same matter. His 
statement, as made to them, was 
printed in yesterday's Post-Dispatch. 

He prophesied that the Austro- 
German forces would break through 
the Italian lines as soon as weather 
permitted, and that they would then 
pass through Northern Italy and in- 
vade France from the Italian fron- 
tier. This invasion, he said, will either 
outflank the alWed forces or will 
make it necessary for the French to 
send troops which they cannot spare, 
to hold back the new inroads. This 
would make possible the breaking 
of the French lines elsewhere, and 
would bring about the defeat of 
France, from which the British and 
American forces would pave. to be 
withdrawn. 

“The Next Chapter.” 

With Germany victorious over 
France, he said, the war would be- 
come a naval and commercial contest 
between Germany and America and 
England—a conflict which, he held, 
it would not be to the interest of any 
of the parties to prolong, in view of 
the British food shortage and Amer- 
jean unpreparedness for the war.

When the 
ground gets drier, they can start a 
big offensive that will take them 


/through those eight miles, and then 


they will be in comparatively easy 
country. Through the north of Italy 
they can invade France from the 
south, and the French can’t turn 
them back without laying their line 
or -n elsewhere. 

Sees Germany in Control. 

“Englang cannot increase its force 
in France very greatly, because it 
must keep anarmy at home to repel 
a possible invasion. We are 3000 
miles away, and our transport pro- 
gram has not worked well. With 
the French defeated, we and the 
British would have to. get out of 
France. With Germany controlling 
Europe, the United States would not 
keep up the war very long. 

“I don’t know whether the Ger- 
iqans would demand an’ indemnity 
from France. I rather think they 
would be satisfied to claim no indem- 
nity and keep Alsace-Lorraine. They 
might invade England, but I do not 
believe the United States would bs 
invaded. It is not likely that they 
could destroy the British fleet,. with 
its great superiority in size, but they 
could keep the British and American 
fleets from destroying the German 
navy or inflicting heavy damage on 
the German coast. The Kiel Canal 
and Heligoland would be found of 
great value in such a situation.” 

When it was suggested that a 
peace which left Germany the mas- 
ter of Europe would not meet Ameri- 
can requirements, Dr. Weinberg re- 
marked, “Well, when you don’t get 
what. you want, you have to take 
what you can get.” 

It avas suggested that such a ter- 
mination of the war would have an 
unfavorable effect on public feeling 
in this country. “It would be pretty 
bad,” he assented. “There will bes 
business panic here when peace 
comes, owing to the return of sol- 
diers to their former employments, 
and the business changes that will 
come suddenly.”

CHICAGO., April 13 (By A. P..). 
~——Prof. William Isaac Thomas, 
the department of sociology of the 


University of Chicago, who was ar- 


rested with Mrs. Pearl Granger, the 
young wife of an army Lieutenant 
now serving in France, in a down- 
town hotel, Thursday, spent ten 
minutes in jail late this afternoon. 

Thomas who is called ‘Daddy” by 
Mrs. Granger was arrested on a war- 
rant charging disorderly conduct 
and made returnable in the morals. 
court Monday morning. 
his release on $400 bond and im- 
mediately returned to his home 


where Mrs. Thomas, who was a 
member of the Ford peace mission, 
had given refuge to Mrs. Granger. 

Prof... Thomas, who is 55 years 
old, with a national revutation and 
a family. socially prominent, was 
called by his wife a “foolish boy, 
who had committed an unutterably 
stupid act, not wrong, but  indis- 
creet.” Mrs. Granger, who is 24 
years old, with a baby boy living 
now with his grand parents, in Fort 
Smith, Ark., Mrs. Thomas referred 
to as an “immature child, dazzled 
by the distinguished professor.”’ 

Following the arrest of the pro- 
fessor and Mrs. Granger, after their 
trip from Washington, Mrs. Thomas 
motored down town to visit Mrs. 
Granger and her sister, Miss Delia 
Raines, an 18-year-old motion pic- 
ture actress, and took both girls 
home with her to ‘talk over the 
whole situation. 

Calls Thomas Her Daddy. 

“I'm ‘terribly sorry for you,”’ Mrs. 
Thomas told the other woman, “and 
I'll do all I can to help you.” 

Mrs. Granger’s attitude perplexed 
special agents who questioned her. 
She exhibited few signs of remorse 
over her acquaintance with the pro- 
fessor. 

“H’es my daddy,’ she told ques- 
tioners. ‘“He’s a bald-haded old 
dear. 

“He showed me the little atten- 
tions married women seldom . get 
from their husbands. 

“He told me soon after we met 
that I was just a little tiny girl, and 
he hugged me and held me ‘way up 
for a while, but I just thought of 
how much fun is taken to the grave- 
yard, and | didn’t care.”’ 

‘When husband comes home, I 
will abide in happiness with him and 
him alone,’ declared Mrs. Granger 
when asked what the further con- 
sequence of the affair might be and 
then she added: 

“But there will be  shooting— 
shooting I say, when he comes back, 
and if he learns it now he will im- 
inediately desert to come.” 

Her husband is a Lieutenant with 
Pershing’s troops in France. 

Prof. Thomas declared he was 
willing to stand the consequences. 

“IT am going to stick to Mrs. 
Granger through thick and thin,” 
he said. “She is a nervous wreck 
as a result of the questionings she 
has gone through. “4 

The professor declared that Mrs. 
Granger was under the care of a 
physician at his home. 

Meanwhile, there was. a hastily

315 St. Louis Doctors Have 
Been Commissioned Since _: 
Recruiting Began Last Year * 


Estimated Quota of City in New Call for 7000 
Army Surgeons is 650. 


t 


Three hundred and fifteen St. 
Louis doctors have been+ commis- 
sioned in the United States Medical 
Reserve Corps since February, 1917, 
when recruiting for the unit was 
begun. Of the 315, 19 were commis- 
sioned as majors, 60 as captains, and 
236 as first lieutenants. Of the en- 
tire number fewer than 40 have not 
yet been called. 

Under the call for 7000 doctors, is- 
sued Friday, it is estimated that St. 
Louis should be able to furnish at 
least 650, although no definite quota 
has been set. At present there is 
one doctor to each group of 500 peo- 
ple in the city. There should be 
but one doctor to each group of 
1000. 

A census of the 1750 doctors in 
St. Louis is being taken by the Med- 
ical Auxiliary Committee of the 
Council of National Defense, under 
the direction of Maj. W. H. Luedde, 
in order to ascertain which doctors 
are eligible for military service. They

Nurses Help Fight Flames. 
Sixty employes of the hospital, 
among them many nurses, distin- 
guished themselves by their excel- 
lent work in rescuing patients and in 
fighting the flames. Women nurses 
risked their lives by entering the 
burning building and helping carry 
out crippled and paralytic patients. 
* The hospital has been conducted 
under contract until 1915 when the 
Legislature appropriated $100,000 
for the purchase of the institution.

A motion to quash an indictment/ 


against Joseph J. Crites, of Rolla, 
candidate in the last primary for the 
Democratic nomination for Lieuten-

Contract Is the Cause. 


CINCINNATI, April 13.—Failure 
of the Toronto club of the old Inter- 
national League to include, in the 


contract: of Nap Lajoie a $1000 
bonus, paid to him for winning the 
pennant last year, today caused the 
National Baseball Commission to 
declare the player a free agent. In- 
cidentally, his services are lost to 
Brooklyn, as the commission  an- 
nulled his transfer to the Dodgers 
from the Toronto club. But what is 
Brooklyn’s loss will be Indianapolis’ 
gain, as the veteran imiielder will 
manage that club this season, it is 
stated on high authority. 

Lajoie objected going to Brooklyn 
for the reason he said that he wanted 
to continue in baseball as a manager 
and that he had a good chance to 
manage a club in the American Asso- 
ciation. Also that he was influenced 
by the chaotic condition of the Inter- 
national League and the uncertainty 
regarding its reorganization for the 
season of 1918. 

The commission stated that in- 
vestigation of the case that he 
whose expertness in all departments 
of the game earned for him signal 
distinction throughout his major 
league career from 1896 to 1916, in- 
clusive, is entitled to his uncondi- 
tional release from the Toronto club 
and the annulment of his release by 
that club to the Brooklyn club. 

The compensation as stipulated in 
Lajoie’s 1917 contract for 1917 was 
$3500, not including the $1000 bonus.

The second is a voice equalized 
through its two and a half octaves 
with such an exquisite welding of the} 
registers that the passage from one 
to another is almost indistinguish- 
able. Finally, she has a great ip- 
strumentalist’s mastery of the bra- 
vura resources of the voice, flinging 
off its feats.of technique with’ the” 
superb aplomb and ease of a violin- 
ist or pianist of the.-first rank. 

Her sovereign command of the 
scale is sufficient to strike most vo- 
calists with admiring despair; in elas- 
Ucity, suavity and facility her runs 
and arpeggio passages, even when 
dispatched with dazzling velocity, are 
miracles to hear. She commands a 
Pianissimo tone of the most etheria! 
delicacy; it floats out upon the air as 
lightly as a feather, and dies away so 
softly that one scarcely discerns the 
moment at which it fades into silence. 
There was never a perfect singer, 
however, and flaws may possibly be 
picked in her trill, exciting as she 
can make it when she holds it at phe- 
nomenal length, swelling in a dra- 
m@gtic crescendo and then sinking to 
almost inaudible softness. Her trill, 
when delivered with power, appears 
to suffer from an _ unsteadiness of 
pitch and also from a certain. rigid- 
ity, due probably to the fact that it is 
produced partly with the jaw, in- 
stead of in the throat. This defect 
may be one of the penalties of the 
fact that Mme. Galli-Curci is mostly 
self-taught as a singer. 

Her Musicianship. 

She has, on the other hand, one 
immense advantage over most other 
singers. Before she began develop- 
ing her voice she enjoyed a consum- 
mate training as a pianist, and was 
a gold medallist at the Milan Con- 
servatory. Sembrich had the good 
fortune. of a similar preliminary 
training as a violinist. As a result, 
Mme. Galli-Curci’s art is character- 
ized by thorough musicianship and 
impeccable taste.

In explaining the situation to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter, Mrs. Robin- 
son said that the affair grew out of 
a remark made by one of two women 
in the shop on March 23, several 
days after the present: German of- 
fensive began. Both women came 
‘into the shop and Mrs. Brown was 
serving them when a discussion as 
to the casualty lists arose, during 
which one *f the women is alleged 
to have remarked: “I don’t care if 
25,000 British and French soldiers 
are killed as long as our boys are not 
hurt.”’ 

Takes Exception to Remark. 


Mrs. Brown took exception to this 
remark, replying that she did not 
agree with her because the French 
and English were our allies and their 
losseS were virtually our losses. Mrs. 
Robinson said she learned soon aft- 
erward of the incident but did noth- 
ing about it until she heard of the 
systematic effort being made by both 
women to boycott her shop. 

“Four women have called on the 
telephoné and withdrawn their ac- 
counts,” ‘said Mrs. Robinson. One 
woman, with a pronounced German 
accent called and said: ‘I cannot 
‘trade with the shop because of Mrs. 
Brown's attitude on the war. Maybe 
I come in after the war is over.’ I 
understand these women say I re- 
ported the matter to the secret serv- 
ice and that they were reprimanded 
by agents. This is untrue because 
I did not report the matter until the 
boycott developed.’’ 

Bates said to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that Mrs. Robinson wanted it 
distinctly understood that the women 
withdrew their accounts because of

THE SWORD OF JESUS, 
BIBLE STUDENT.—Think not I 
“came to send peace on the earth; I 


|| £ame not to send peace but a sword. 


—Mat. 10-34. Dr. G. A. Gordon, Bos- 
son, says: Matthew Arnold's noble 
comment upon the Greek poet So- 
phocles, that he saw life steadily 
and saw it whole, is of high moment 
here. Nothing_is more needed today 
in the interpreter of the teaching of 
Jesus than the power to see that 
teaching steadily and to see it 
whole. If this method is not fol- 
-lowed all sorts of contradictions 
will be found in the teaching of the 
Master. Jesus said, “I came not to 
destroy but to fulfill’; elsewhere he 
said, “Heaven and earth shall pass 
away, but my word shall not pass 
away.’ Among his utterances is 
this: “Peace I leave unto you, my 
peace I give unto you,” and again 
this, “Think not that I came to send 
peace on earth; I came not to send 
peace but a sword.” He counsels 
his disciples, on one occasion, to go 
forth in absolute trust, making no 
provision for life; on another he ad- 
monishes the impoverished disciple 
to sell his cloak, if need be, and buy 
a sword. We are delivered from 
this series of grotesque contradic- 
tions, which might be greatly ex- 
tended, when we understand that he 
is giving counsel, not in universal 
propositions, but in reference to the 
occasion. Life is the one absolute 
value, and this value lies not in 
life’s visible continuance, but in its 
integrity. Infinite values are here. 
and the disciples of Jesus, while 
slow to accept the challenge of 
brute power, can not allow them- 
selves and their cause to be crushed 
out of the world by barbarian man. 
There is no contradiction in the be- 
havior of the peace-loving men who 
formed Cromwell's Ironsides, when 
before going into battle they sang: 
“Let God arise, let his enemies be 
scattered.” The cause of Cromwell 
and his army was the freedom of 
England from the mendacity and in- 
tolerable tyranny of the king. There 
is nothing unchristian, as a last re- 
sort, in the refusal to allow the 
worst men'to degrade the best. A 
noble comprehensiveness will find 
aX the precepts of Jesus harmonious 
with one another when the troubled 
environment of man is seen steadily, 
and seen whole. 
TO TEST DIAMONDS. 

L. H. W.—An expert says :“If you 
touch the diamond with the tip of 
the tongue you can judge by its 
heat whether it is genuine or not. 
A real diamond feels cold, a false 
one warm. The same is said to be 
true of ivory and celluloid, the ivory 
being colder than its imitation.” 
Diamond tests: If a real diamond 


glass, aided by a larger magnify- 
ing glass, a tiny dot on paper ap- 
pears clear and clean. Substitute 
the false stone and several points, 
or one badly broken one will be 
seen, owing to unequal refraction. 
Then you can try the familiar ex- 
periment of scratching the sheet of 
glass. Because your stone will 
scratch does not prove its gen- 
uineness, however. Try to break 
the glass evenly on the scratch. 
No other stone can cut through the 
outer skin of a sheet of glass and 
give certainty of an even fracture 
like the diamond. If you can get a 
fine, hard jeweler’s file, and do not 
value your false stone, try cutting 
your specimen. Your true diamond 
is proof against the hardest file, 
but the instrument will easily 
scratch any imitationthat has ever 
been made. Having scratched your 
pretty bit of glass until it is worth- 
less, drop it and the diamond into 
hydrofluoric acid. Before long the 
glass will be dissolved, but the dia- 
mond Will suffer not at all. Then 
there is another experiment: Take 
a bit of stuff with red and white 
markings, pass the stone to be test- 
ed over it, and closely observe the 
result. If the stone be an imitation 
the colors will be easily Gistin- 
guishable through it; if it be a dia- 
mond, no difference of color will 
be appreciable. A genuine diamond, 
rubbed upon wood or metal, after 
having been previously subjected to 
*he rays of the electrio arc, becomes

Food and the mode of living prob- 
ably have much toj;do with the col- 
or of the various man races. Dr. 
A. Bergfeld, a German professor, 
wrote a book in which he attempted 
to prove that the, kind of food 
eaten by the different races is re- 
sponsible for the Caucasian being 
white, the Negro black and the In- 
dian red. One theory is that the 
black races are made so as a result 
of continual exposure to the sun, 
but this theory does not seetn to 
hold good throughout. Dr, Berg- 
feld points out thet in the animal 
and insect world color is often de- 
termined by food, and he argues 
that by chemical process the same 
results: are shown in the different 
human races. He thinks that the 
original man was black, as his 
principal diet must have been yege- 
tarian. Fruit and vegetables con- 
tain manganates which ally them- 
selves with iron making a dark 
brown combination. Dr. Bergfeld 
says that negroes who add meat and 
milk to their vegetable fare are 
never as dark as thosé who éat 
only vegetables. Indians are red 
hecause they have absorbed for gen- 
erations haemoglobin, the red sub- 
stance in the blood of animals killed 
for food. Mongols are yéllow be- 
cause they descend from dark fruit- 
eating races who penetrated into 
the plains of Asia, became shep- 
herds and lived to a@ great é6xtent 
on milk, which contains chlorine 
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and has a bleaching effect.

But there are 
signs that another form of selling 
chicks is to some extent displacing 
the traffic in baby chicks. Chicks 
4 to’8 weeks old are sold in increas- 
ing measure, either locally or are 
shipped to other points by express. 
There is merit in this class of busi- 
ness, 

The chicks can be purchased at 
fair prices and with profitable and 
satisfactory results to both buyer and 
seller: The buyer must not, how- 
ever; expect to buy such chicks for‘! 
the proverbial song. If from good 
stock one should expect to pay a 
fair price for them. Such chicks 
from suptrior flocks are purchased 
for foundation breeding stock. They 
are, with good care, past the infant 
diseases, especially white diarrhoea. 
With good care most of them can be 
raised to maturity. 

In the big egg-producing districts, 
such as those on Long Island, in New 
England, ‘in the Petaluma district or 
in the San Fernando Valley in Cali- 
fornia, pullets of the age referred to, 
especially White Leghorns, are pur-j 
chased in large numbers. Often they 
are purchased at a greater age. These 
pullets, intended for future layers, 
are hatched at large ‘Incubator sta- 
tions by men who specialize in this 
branch of the business, while many 
of the purchasing egg farmers do no 
hatching whatever. In other words, 
|egg farming in such sections is a 
highly specialized business. The ad-

But his days of wandering were not over. He joined 
a revolution in Venezuela, was made “chief” of the 
insurgent artillery and barely escaped from the coun- 
try with his life.

There was the case, for instance, of Private Tice, who 
was on guard duty when O’Reilly’s regiment was at 
Tampa, awaiting transportation to Cuba. A Man in 
civilian clothes attempted to pass. Tice halted the 
stranger and ordered him to advance and be rec- 
ognized.

“T am an officer of the camp,” the visitor ex- 
plained, 

“Get out! What are you trying to give me?’ re- 
sponded Tice. “Officers don’t wear them clothes. 


You might be a spy.” 

“Tf tell you I am an officer,’ retorted the stranger.

“Colonel nothin’,” said Tice. “You don’t look like 
no Colonel to me. Ill just call the Corporal of the 
Guard and let him size you up. And if you try to run 
away l'll bust you over the head.” 

So the Corporal of the Guard was called to identify 
the future President of the United States. Fortu- 
nately for Tice, the latter accepted the situation with 
good humor. 

The Fourth. Infantry, which O'Reilly had joined, 
participated in the charge on the blockhouse at El 
Caney. The men had been marching all night and 
were suffering terribly from thirst. 

“That last climb up to the breastworks was agony,” 
says O'Reilly. “My lips were swollen and dry, my 
lungs heaving, my feet staggering. 

“One last scramble and we topped the trenches. I 
stumbled in my weakness and fell to my knees. Dazed, 
I] knelt and looked down into the ditch. A Spaniard 
below me raised his rifle, pointed it at my breast, and 
drew back the breech bolt. Casually, as if watching a 
scene which held no personal interest, I saw him snap 
the cartridge into place. Lifting my gun, I duplicat- 

ed his actions, like a stupid recruit learning to drill. 

“Suddenly I was aware of a figure leaping past me. 
It was an American soldier with gun uplifted. The 
gun swung down and the butt smashed the Spaniard 
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MAJOR EDWARD S. O’REILLY. 


in the face. As he fell, the bullet intended for me 
smacked harmlessly into the sand.” 

O’Reilly returned to the States with his. regiment 
and was offered his discharge, but when he learned 
that the Fourth was to be sent to the Philippines 
he elected to remain. The journey to the islands was 
made from New York by way of Gibraltar and the 
Mediterranean. Presently, the regiment found itself 
on duty at the Church of Caloocan. One day when 
O'Reilly was on guard duty at the chtirch he was 
approached by a little man in a blue shirt and tan 
overalls. 

“He seemed much interested in the long cruise of 
the Grant, and seated himself on another box by my 
side,” O’Reilly narrates. “For nearly an hour he 
questioned me, smoking a huge native cigar as he 
talked. As he arose to leave | said: “What kind of a 
man is this little runt Funston we are supposed to be 
guarding? He might come mooching around here 
and I'll have to give him the salute.’ 

‘‘*¥You might ask the cook over there, he answered, 
nodding toward a cook shack a few yards away. ‘l 
have reason to believe he has it in for Funston.’ 

“When my visitor had departed, I called the cook 
and repeated my question. 

“‘Why, you poor rookie, that was Col. Funston you 
was chinnin’ with!’ replied the cook. ‘He's a fine little 
fellow in most ways, and a natural born scrapper, but 
he’s a darned crank about his meals.’ 

“IT repeated the question I had asked the little 
Colonel. 

“*Well, anyway you went to headquarters for your 
information,’ was al)] the consolation I received.” 

O'Reilly was a member of a skeleton battalion which 
one day marched into a Filipino trap near Das Ma- 
rinas. In the subsequent fighting, O’Reilly’s bunkie 
was killed and the author found himself in what was 
probably the tightest corner of his entire career. He 
had gone to the rescue of a wounded comrade when 
a squad of insurrectos leaped out of a thicket and 
elosed in on him. Before he had time to shoot they 
were slashing at him with their long knives. 

“Back and forth I danced,” he says, “guarding my- 
self with my gun. As if by instinct, I was going 
through the movements of the bayonet manual as if 
on the drill ground.. There is only a vague recollec- 
tion of a ring of flashing bolos. A Filipino in a blue 
jacket stood not 10 feet from me aiming his gun at my 

head. I could see his yellow, grinning face and his 
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had fought—probably not over 
twe minutes—when Lee Crowell 
came fighting to my side. With 
a group of L. Company men he 
had run back to my rescue. The 
Filipinos ran off into the brush. 

“Those hours of drill on the 
parade ground had saved my life. 
My gun was chipped and scarred 


with bolo cuts, but I had not re- 
ceived a scratch.” 

There followed two years of active service im the 
Philippines, during which O'Reilly distinguished him- 
self as a member of the Filipino Scouts. Then one 
day he found himself on a transport bound for San 
Francisco, with his discharge papers in his pocket. 
At Kobe, Japan, the ship was forced to lay up for re- 
pairs and O’Reilly, with some new-found Japanese 
friends, took advantage of the delay to see some of 
the country. He arrived back in Kobe just in time 
to see the transport steaming out to sea. 


As his funds were low he hit upon the idea of 
opening a school of English. It proved to be too 
tame and he turned it over to a Japanese friend. It 
is in existence to this day. After a series of minor 
adventures, O’Reilly shipped on a tramp steamer and 
spent most éf the voyage in irons for having fought 
the captain when that functionary struck him when 
he was at the wheel. At Shanghai, China, he was 
sent ashore, and here, through the efforts of the Amer- 
ican Consul, he became a member of the Shanghai po- 
lice force.

know that my first shot was a trifle ‘short, probably 
owing to the excitement of the moment, but I made 
ho mistake with my second bullet. I nearly jumped 
with joy when, almost coincident with the report, I 
saw a Uhlan throw up his hands and then tumble in 
a heap from his saddle. 

[ am sure the millions who have since gone out to 
fight the enemy will realize the feeling of intense 
satisfaction that came over me at that moment, in 
knowing that I was the first man in the Briéish army 
to bring down a German in the war. Many a shot | 
fired afterward at the Huns, but even although I had 
been told I had killed a German General it could not 
have equaled that moment of elation when the first 
Uhlan crashed to the ground with a good British made 
bullet in his body. 

Mounting our horses we dashed off at full gallop, 
and within a few minutes a regular shower of bullets 
was whizzing all around us. How one or more of that 
rain of bullets did not touch any of us is one of those 
mysteries not easily explained. I am certain that if 
the positions had been reversed such faulty marks- 
manship would not have been chronicled. 

After a very exhausting ride we at last succeeded in 
getting into touch with our regiment. We were greet- 
ed with great heartiness, and the eyes of our com- 
rades in arms gleamed at the prospect of at last get- 
ting to close quarters with the enemy. 

1 was in the great charge at Mons. In the midst of 
the terrific clash of arms a shell blew off two of 
Darkie’s legs. I was flung over his head, broke sev- 


ple, including Lord Kitchener, 
royal visitors. Being the senior man in the ward, 
and also from occupying an end bed, I was 
asked to lead off. the cheer when the King and Queen 
arrived in the ward. To me this was a greater ordeal 
than charging into a group of Hun cavalrymen, but I 
managed to rise to the occasion. 

I remember when the King and Queen had passed, 
after inquiring kindly about the health of the pa- 
tients, Lord Kitchener came over to my bed. 

“What is the matter with you, my man?” Lord 
Kitchener asked, bending down and glancing kindly 
at me. 

“My horse was shot from under me, sir. and 1 broke 
several fingers and injured my shoulder blade when I 
was flung over his head,’ | replied. 

“You had better hurry up and get better, as the 
Germans are still waiting for you,” his lordship re- 
marked, with a slight laugh. 

By October, 1914, I was able to return to France, 
and at the first battle of Ypres, at Loos and in numer- 
ous other heavy engagements I took my share of what 
was going in the fighting line. Here again my old 
luck seemed to favor me, and while my old com- 
rades who went out at the start became a gradually 
dwindling body, I seemed to emerge from every fresh 
engagement impervious to German bullets. 


One day in 1916 I was sent for by an officer who 
explained that a telegram had arrived from head- 
quarters stating: “Please cause Trooper William 
Craig to be sent back to the base, as he is due for dis- 
charge.” That is how I came to return to civilian 
life after having served 21 years in the British army.

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Strange romantic j recalled by 
death of Nicholas Constantinovitch, 
who paid with life-time of exile and 
obscurity for one moment's mad in- 
fatuation—When a young man fell: 
into toils of Philadelphia-born in- 
ternational siren of half a century

AR off’in the exotic city of Tashkent death 
laid hold the other day of a man who 
committed one of the historic follies. 
His name was Nicholas Constuntino- 
vitch, and long ago, in his youth, he 
had been the son and cousin of Czars. 
At his death -he was a forgotten man. 

#orty-odd years ago this young jmperial highness 
incurred the displeasure of Czar Alexander II. 

Those who were of the age of recollection in 1874 
will not have quite forgotten the circumstances. Nich- 
olas Constantinovitch, son of Grand Duke Constan- 
tine, Grand Admiral of the Russian fleet, and brother 
of Olga, Queen of Greece, was then a rollicking boy 
of 22, a tall, fair, imperious lad, one of the handsom- 
est in Petersburg. 

In this impressionable year of his life he met a 
Woman of Thirty. Nicholas’ Woman of Thirty was 
no ordinary charmer of youths. She was, in truth, 
one of the most ruinous beauties of any time. 

This Circean person had been born among the tra- 
ditions and placidities of Philadelphia. More than 
that, she was the daughter of a clergyman, the late 
Rev. Dr. Ely. After some preliminary experiences in 
social adventure and on the stage, she married. Her 
husband died soon afterwards. A few years later 
she married, in Paris, a man named Blackford, of 
whom she wearied with readiness. 

It was in the early seventies that.Mrs. Hattie 
Biackford made her appearance in London as Fannie 
Lear—the unforgotten Fanny Lear! - 

The underworld queen of London in those days was 
Mabel Grey, the daughter of a cab driver. Under the 
guidance of Mabel Grey, Fannie Lear was for some 
years the princess of London Bohemia. Her con- 
quests were many and notorious; her greed beyond 
satisfying. It was this last that led her, about 
1872, to leave London for Petersburg. Much as Lon- 
don adored her, Englishmen did not throw their for- 
tunes at her fast enough. 

On the day Fannie Lear set foot in Petersburg she 
was just turned 30, a woman a little above the medium 
height, with bright golden hair, dark eyes and a skin 
white, soft and glowing. 

The royal and noble debauchees of the Bucsien cap- 
ital were already in her train when her appraising eye 
focused the young Grand Duke. She saw in a mo- 
ment that here was the ideal prey. Nicholas was 
rich, was a Prince Imperial, was full of wild romantic 
youthfulness, and he was acceptably handsome. 

In a few months Fannie Lear had exhausted the 
means of the young Prince. Owing to the inconvenient 
fact that his father was still alive, Nicholas had not 
possession of his full fortune and his father had sen- 
sibly restricted him when he saw the trend of affairs. 

But Fannie Lear was exigent, and young Nicholas 
was caught fast in her charts. He struggled and 
writhed. One night, when he could no longer satisfy 
her thirst for money, when she threatened to be done 
with him unless he could fulfill her wants, Grand 
Duke Nicholas Constantinovitch was driven to -theft 
by his passion. He entered the private rooms of his 
mother, the Grand Duchess Alexandra Josephovna. 
and abstracted her jewels. Madder still, he stole some 
of the gems from the royal! chapel and turned them 
over to Fannie Lear. 

Fannie Lear went with effrontery to the most fash- 
ionable cafe of Petersburg a few nights later, decked 
in the familiar necklace and tiara of the Grand 
Duchess Josephovna. Some of the royal revelers in- 
stantly recognized the jewels, and paled at their young 
kinsman’s folly. 

Reckoning was immediate and terrible. The af- 
fair was told to Alexander II the same night. In 
the morning troops of the imperial secret force took 
possession of Nicholas Constantinovitch, and called 
on Fannie Lear. She refused to surrender the gems 
and fled for protection to Eugene Schuyler, the Amer- 
ican Charge d’Affaires. The enraged Alexander want- 
ed to send her to Siberia, and would have done it in 
spite of her foreign nationalitg had not Schuyler used 
the utmost firmness. tivity in her interests 
offended the Russian an t. The Czar demanded 
his recall from his post In Russia, and not many years 
later Schuyler ieft the diplomatic service. 

But first he had saved Fannie Lear. After consid-

erable negotiation she finally surrendered the jewels 
and various papers and documents which her mad 
young Prince had turned over. She was escorted to the 
Russian frontier and soon returned to Paris, where 
she was resuming hér mode of life, when, on intima- 
tion of the Czar, the French authorities asked her to 
continue her journey. A few years later she was also 
expelled from Italy on the plea of Countess Rosina 
Mira-flori, when her young son became entangled 
wit® the seductress. Fannie Lear‘’s day as a temptress 
was ended. 

She retired to London and wrote a book about her 
Russian experiences, into which she inserted various 
indiscreet letters bearing on secret Russian court 
scandals. Then she sank out of men’s minds aliw- 
gether. And some years afterward she died in the 
New York tenderloin, abandoned and starving. 


Alexander I] was not less severe on his nephew. 
He meditated sending Nicholas to Schusselberg for 
dife, but the boy’s mother interposed pitiful protests 
and finally softened the Czar. Nicholas was eventual- 
ly stripped of all rank and titles, deprived of his. mil- 
itary honors, decorations and privileges and banished 
te Uhl, in Siberia. 


it developed that about the time Nicholas sail 
Fannie Lear were sliding toward the end of the tether, 
Albert Edward, Prince of Wales, afterward Eaward 
VIl, went to St. Petersburg on one of his trips. That 
was in January, 1874. Fannie Lear, having vainly 
angled for the Prince in London, where he was in the 
habit of being exclusive, reasoned that in Russia, far 
from British eyes and British morals, the game might 
succeed. 

Accordingly, she put herself in the path of the 
Prince’s eye, that inclusive organ which was said 
never to have overlooked a pretty woman. The Prince 
bowed, and, the story goes, permitted the siren to be 
presented. That night Nicholas, in a fit of good Slavic 
rage, beat her black-and-blue and discolored her mes- 
meric eyes. In this shape she was unable to pursue her 
assaults upon the heart of the Prince. 

Nicholas was detained for some time at Ubi, and 
then shifted to Orenburg on the Ural. Here he was 
placed under charge of the local Chief of Secret Police. 
This excellent official watched his imperial prisoner 
with some assiduity, but he quite overlooked one 
element of peril. One morning he woke to find that 
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ghe bore him several children. 
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his daughter had been married to the dishonored Grand 
Duke. 

Nicholas lived with hig wife for some years, anc 
But in the end, it fr 
said, they were divorced, and the wife and childrer 
were pensioned with $10,000 a year from the imperia: 
treasury. 

In 1877 came the Russo-Turkish War. Nicholas 
joined the army, was allowed to leave Orenburg, and 
served in the Plevna campaign with distinction. Aft- 
er the war was over he was permitted to settle in the 
Crimea, at one of the noted Russian seaside resorts. . 


But Nicholas ‘was to fall under the ban again. The 
outlawed Grand Duke began to take his first interest 
in the Russian people. He looked about him; he saw 
life from new heights and depths. The fate of the 
poor moujik reminded him of his own, He became 
a radical, He began to be seen with the peasants at 
their meetings. 


Precisely what Nicholas had done has never been 
allowed to escape to our knowledge. It has been said 
he was organizing terrorism. In any event, he was 
sent where he could do no more harm. An order came 
from Petersburg, tn the hands of a military escort. 
Nicholas crossed the Black Sea to the Caucasus coast, 
made his way through Caucasia, satled to the far shore 
of the Caspian and arrived, after weary marches, at 
Tashkent, Province of Sirdarya, and capital of the 
Government of West Turkestan. 

The imperial castaway was installed in a fine old 
villa, provided with all needs and placed under the 
care of the Governor of Turkestan. Once he tried to 
escape, but the British caught him crossing into Ip- 
dia and returned him to the pursuers. That was his 
last dash out of the cage of his fate. 

In 1911, when ‘the Grand Duchess Alexandra Joseph-

Plans ready for construction 
after war would provide 
passage, entirely on Ameri- 
can soil, for biggest lake 
steamers — One _ feature 
greatest lift-lock in the 
world, capable of raising 
largest craft 208 feet in 
20 minutes—Fall of water ° 
to supply 800,000 horse 
power—Canal would be 40 
miles long, with bottom 
width 250 to 300 feet. 


LANS for an engineering feat 
of great importance and mag- 
nitude, to be executed after 
the war, have already been 
formed, for the construction 
of a combination ship, barge 
‘and power. canal entirely on 

the American side, between Lakes Erie 

and Ontario. The most striking feature 

of the proposed undertaking would be a 

lifting lock of unprecedented dimensions, 

weights and rises, capable of lifting the 
largest lake vessel 208 feet in a space no 
longer than 20 minutes. Quite lately, it is 
said, the United States Government has 
indicated that it would be advantageous to 
have a ship canal connecting Erie and On- 
tario. The probable cost of the enterprise 
is reckoned at $125,000,000. | 
For more than 40 years there has been 
mooted the question of building a canal 
to connect the waters of Lakes Erie and 
Ontario on the American side of the bor- 
der. As the discussion has broadened with 
the increase of knowledge. in general en- 
gineering and in the sciences of hydraulics 
and sanitation, a greater scope of project 
has gradually been included; and at the 
present time there is under serious con- 
sideration a plan for building a combined 
ship, sanitation and power canal, starting 
in Lake Erie at a point south of the head of 
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650-foot ships of 30-foot draft. 


the Niagara River, then running east to the shore and 
gradually turning north bo as to pass behind the city 
of Buffalo and west of the city of Lockport, reaching 
Lake Ontario at the harbor of Olcott. 

The total length of the proposed ship canal would 
be about 40 miles, and that of the proposed tributary 
barge canal about 12 miles. The bottom width of the 
former would vary from 250 to 300 feet, and that of 
the latter would be about 100 feet. The depth of the 


ship canal is to be 30 feet and that of the barge canal 


12° feet. 

The total fall between the two lakes is 327 feet. Of 
this amount eight feet of drop could be utilized at 
the head of the canal so as to reverse the flow of the 
watercourses and the main sewers in Buffalo and 
Tonawanda; about seven feet would be needed to pro- 
duce the required velocity of two and a half miles 
per hour in the canal, and the remaining height of 
312 feet would be divided between two lift-locks, one 
of 208-foot and the other of 104-foot rise. Naturally, 
the canal would project into each lake for the purpose 
ot creating a harbor and terminal docks. 

As the level of the existing Erie Canal is slightly 
greater than: that of the proposed ship canal, it would 
be necessary to provide locks to carry barges from the 
former into and out of the latter, and to syphon the 
water of the Erie Canal beneath the bed of the ship 
canal. 

The object of the projected construction is three- 
fold, according to Dr. J. A. L. Waddell, who has been 
retained as consulting engineer, and who describes 
the plans in the Scientific American: 

1. To carry the largest lake vessels, as well as barges, 
between Lakes Erie and Ontario in the shortest prac- 
ticable time and at the least possible expense. 

2. To divert the sewage of the cities of Lackawanna, 
Buffalo, Tonawanda and contiguous municipalities

which sewage now seriously pollutes th: i 
drinking water of the numerous com- — 


fying agencies as may be found necessary,

3. To develop energy to the amount of — 
about 800,000 horsepower. : 

According to a treaty with the Canadi- 
an Government, there can be. diverted 
from the Niagara “River for power and 
sanitation purposes combined, 26,000 cubic 
feet of water per second; this, it is 
estimated, will produce in falling the 320 
feet (or the combined heights of the three 
locks) the 800,000 horsepower mentioned. 

The two main power houses should be 
located below the lift locks and as close 
thereto as the configuration of the ground 
and the navigation requirements will 
permit. The utilization for power pro- 
duction of the eight-foot fall between the 

_mean level of Lake Erie and the constant 
level of the head of the canal has been 
contemplated; but the economic problem 
which it involves will have to be tech- 
nically solved before any determination 
of this point can be reached. | 

The principal promoter of the enter- 
prise, Millard F. Bowen of Buffalo, main- 
tains that this will be “the only fair wa- 
ter power development ever offeréd to the - 
Government,” and gives a number of 
reasons to substantiate his claim. 

The main benefits to be derivéd from 
the proposed canal are the following: 

1. A ship canal, entirely on American 
soil and well back from the Canadian 
boundary line, capable of transferring 
the largest lake vessels from one lake to 
the other in a very short time and at the 
smallest possible expense. 

2. A large harbor of safety at each end 
of the canal. 
~ 3. Barge canal terminals for New York 
State. 

4. Prevention of pollution of interna- 
tional drinking waters. 

5. Conservation of national reserve re- 
sources by the development of 800,000 
horsepower, two-thirds of which are now 
going to waste. 

6. Prevention of floods in Buffalo and 
Tonawanda by carrying off quickly the 
storm waters. 

7. Maintenance of a practically -con- 
stant water level for Lake Erie by means 

of submerged weirs. 

8. Maintaining the beauty and insuring the perma- 
nence of Niagara Falls by building a spreading pier 
at the crest-of Horseshoe Falls. 

9. Protection of valuable food fishes by removing 
pollution of the water. | 

No accurate estimate of cost of the entire project is 
possible at this time, because the necessary surveys 
have not been finished, and because the existing chaos 
in the material and labor markets renders reliable 


*‘@stimating on any large construction impracticable. 


Approximate profiles have been drawn by using the 
Government contour maps; much information has 
been collected concerning the character of the mate- 
rials to be moved; and the approximate quantities of 
earth, shale and rock excavation have been figured 
from the geological and geodetic maps in existence. 

It is easily conceivable that the total cost of con- 
struction would be large; and it is probable that not 
less than $125,000,000 would be required to complete 
the entire construction and to put into operation the 
canals and the power development. While it is im- 
possible today to predict with any accuracy what 
will be the cost of any proposed construction after the 
close of the war, Dr. Waddell feels | that the 
project under consideration will require not less than 
the amount just mentioned. 

The novel feature of the proposed work is the lift 
locks, because these are of unprecedented dimensions, 
weights and rises. The five existing lift locks that 
have been built up to the present time are large 
enough merely to carry a single canal barge, and 
the depth of the water in them is not greater than 
12 feet. The larger of the two now suggested is il- 
lustrated on this page, from which it can be seen 
that each lift consists of two steel tanks.

At last things got so bad that the Government of 
India had to interfere.

Unlike most departments, this 
department worked well, and after many years of 
tracking down and hanging up the actual murderers, 
and imprisoning their spies and confederates, who in- 
cluded all ranks of society, it put an end to the whole 
business of Thuggee. 

The world has progressed since that day. By present 
standards of crime those Thugs were ineffective ama- 
teurs. They did not mutilate or defile the bodies of 
the dead; they did not torture, or rape, or enslave 
people; they did not kill children for fun, and they 
did not burn villages. They merely killed and robbed 
in an unobtrusive way as a matter of education, duty 
and religion, under the patronageof their goddess, Kali 
the Destroyer. Very good. | 

At the presént moment all the Powers of the world 
that have not been bullied or bribed to keep out of it 
have been forced to join in one international department 
to make an end of German international Thuggee for 
the. reason that if it is not ended life on this planet 
becomes insupportable for human beings. Even now 
there are people in England who find it hard to realize 
that the Hun has been educated by the state from his 
birth to look upon assassination and robbery, em- 
bellished with every treachery and abomination that 
the mind of a man can laboriously think out, as a 
perfectly legitimate means to the national ends of his 
country.

world if Hun ideals prevail , 


He is not shocked by these things. He has been 
taught that it is his business to perform them, his 
duty to support them, and his religion to justify them. 
They are, and for a long time past they have been, as 
legitimate in his eyes as the ballot in ours. This, re- 
member, was as true of the German in 1914 as it is 
now. People who have been brought up to make or- 
ganized evil in every form their supreme good because 
they believe that evil will pay them are not going to 
change their belief till it is proved that evil does not 
pay. So far, the Hun believes that evil has paid him 
in the past, and will pay him better in the future. 

He has had a good start. Like a Thug, the Hun 
knew exactly what he meant to do before he opened 
his campaign against mankind. As we have proof 
now, his poisoned sweetmeats and knotted towels were 
prepared years beforehand, and his spies had given 


“him the fullest information about all the people he 


intended to attack. So he is doing what is right in his 
own eyes. He thought out the hell he wished to cre- 
ate; he built it up seriously and scientifically with his 
best hands and’brains; he breathed into it his own 
spirit that it might grow with his needs; and at the 
hour that he judged best, he let it loose on the world 
that till then had believed there were limits beyond 
which men born of women dared not sin. 

Nine-tenths of the atrocities Germany has commit- 
ted have not been made public. We were told the 
other day that more than 14,000 English noncom- 
batants, men, women and children, had been drowned, 
burned or blown to pieces since the war began. But 
we have no conception—and till the veil is lifted after 
the war we shall have no conception—of the range 
and system of these atrocities. Least of all shall we 
realize, as they realize in Belgium and occupied 
France, the cold organized miseries which Germany 
has laid upon the populations that have fallen into her 
hands,.that she might break their bodies and defile 
their souls. 

That is part of the German creed, 

* What understanding is possible with a breed that 
have worked for and brought about these things? And 
so long as the Germans are left with any excuse for 
thinking that such things pay can any peace be made 
with them in which men can trust? None! For it is 
the peculiar essence of German kultur, which is the Ger- 
man religion, that it is Germany’s moral duty to 
break every tie, every restriction, that binds man to 
fellowman, if she thinks it will pay. 

Therefore, all mankind are against her. Therefore, 
all mankind must be against her till she learns that 
no race can make its way or break its way outside 
the borders of humanity. The more we have suf- 
fered in this war the more clearly do we see this_ 
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necessity. \ Our hearts, our reason, every instinct in 
us that lifts us above the mere brute, shows us that 
the war must go on. Otherwise earth becomes a hell 
without hope: The men, the ships, the munitions must 
go forward to the war, and behind them must come 
the money, without which nothing can move. Where 
our hearts are, there must our treasure be also. 

From time to time the representatives of the allies 
meet together atid lay down what the war aims of the 
allies are. From time to time our statesmen repeat 
them. They all agree we are fighting for freedom and 
liberty, for the right of small states to exist, and for 
nations to decide for themselves how they are to be 
governed. All this we understand and perfectly be- 
lieve. That is the large yiew of the situation. 

What is the personal aspect of the case for you and 
me? We are fighting for our lives, the lives of every 
man, woman and child here and everywhere else. We 
are fighting that we may not-be herded into actual 
slavery such as the Germans have established by 
force of their arms in large parts of Europe. We are 
fighting against 18 hours a day forced labor under 
the lash or at the point of the bayonet, with a dog’s 
death and a dog’s burial at the end of it. We are 
fighting that men, women and children may not be 
tortured, burned and mutilated in the public streets, 
as has happened in this town and in hundreds of 
others. And we will go on fighting till the race who 
have done these things are in no position to continue 
or repeat their offense. 

If for any reason whatever we fall short of vic- 
tory—and there is no halfway house between victory 
and defeat—what happens to us? This: Every rela- 
tion,.every understanding, every decency upon which 
civilization has been so anxiously built up will go— 
will be washed out, because it will have been unable 
to endure. The whole idea of democracy—which at 
bottom is what the Hun fights against—will be dis- 
missed from men’s minds, because it will have been 
shown incapable of maintaining itself against the 
Hun. It will die; and it will die discredited, together 
with every belief and practice that is based on it. 

The Hun ideal, the Hun’s root notions of life, will 
take its place throughout the world. Under that dis- 
pensation man will become once more the natural 
prey, body and goods. of his better-armed neighbor. 
Womer will be the mere instrument for continuing the 
breed, the vessel of man’s lust and man’s cruelty; 
and labor will become a thing to be knocked on the 
head if it dares to give trouble, and worked to death 
if it does not. And from this order of life there 
will be no appeal, no possibility of any escape. 

This is what the Hun means when he says he in- 
tends to impose German ‘kultur—which is the Ger- 
man religion—upon the world. This is precisely what 
the world has banded itself together to resist. It will 
take every.eunce in us; it will try us out to the naked 
soul. Our trial will not be made less by the earnest 
advice and suggestions that we should accept some 
sort of compromise, which means defeat, put forward 
by Hun agents and confederates among us.

But be sure of this: Nothing—nothing we may have 
to endure now will weigh one featherweight compared 
with what we shall most certainly have to suffer if 
for any cause we fail of victory. 
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_ Of these is 660 feet long by 70 feet wide (inside meas- 
urement), by 35 feet deep, so as to contain 30 feet of 
water without danger of spilling.

Those for the remainder of the tanks 
and for the operating machinery, however, have been 
computed with some accuracy. 
The operation of the lifts would be by electricity, 
generated in the large power houses located in their 
vicinity, the water therefor being carried from head- 
race to tail-race through large pipes or tunnels. The 
power would be applied to the rims of all the sheaves 
by means of racks and pinions, with reduction gear 
leading to the motors. These are to be placed on top 
of the piers, each of the latter being capped by a 
large concrete slab, thus forming .a platform some 23 
feet wide and 680 feet long. All the motors are to be 
so connected as to act strictly in unison, in order that 
the upward and the downward motions of the tanks 
may be regular and uniform. 
’ Beneath the tanks there are to be large air buffers, 
capable of bringing the tank to rest from its greatest 
allowed speed; besides which there would be self- 
acting solenoid brakes to check the velocity at the 
proper places. 
Locking apparatus would be required to hold the 
tanks to exact position at top and bottom of travel. 
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These would project through the walls or piers; and 
they would have to be of a most substantial character. 

Some conception may be formed of the magnitude 
of these lift locks by an inspection of the following 
partial list of the estimated quantities of materials 
required for the construction of the higher one, as 
computed by Dr. Waddell, who has been retained by 
the promoters to prepare the plans and estimates of 
cost therefor:

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S dawn began to glimmer on the morning of 
Aug. 20, 1914, Trooper William Craig of the 
Fourth Dragoon Guards deliberately raised 
his rifle and fired at a Hun cavalryman a lit- 
tle to the north of Mons. This, according to official 
records, was the first shot fired for England in the 
great war. The bullet missed, but Craig fired again 
and the Uhlan toppled off his horse, the first of the 
hundreds of thousands of Teutons destined to fall 
before the British arms. = 
Craig was a member of the British Expeditionary 
force which, at the beginning of the war overwhelm- 
ingly outnumbered by the Hun hordes, gave to the 
world so signal an example of English stamine and 
grit. He had served in the regular army in South 
Africa, but had retired to civilian life and his home in 
Glasgow. In the summer of 1914 he was summoned 
by telegraph and joined the expedition to France, In 
the charge at Mons he was injured by the fall when 
his horse was shot from under him, but he returned 
from the hospital to take part in the battles of Ypres 
and Loos. In 1916 he was honorably discharged. 
Now, at the age of 40, he is making munitions at 
Glasgow. In all, he spent 21 years in the British army, _ 
His own story of how he fired the first shot for 
Britain in the war has recently been reported in the 
Wide World Magazine, as taken down from the 
trooper’s lips by S. 8. Fyffe. It is retold here.

Y claim to be the first soldier of the 
original Expeditionary Force to 
see a German enemy, to fire the 
first shot at a Hun and also to 
bring down one of the Kaiser’s 
proud Uhlans can be amply sub- 
stantiated by recourse to the war 


records. 
I was one of a mounted patrol of five on 
1914, our duty being to get in touch with the out- 
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posts of the 
German army, 
which was then 
making such a rapid 
and devastating ad- 
vance through Belgium. 
Our little party consisted of 
Lieut. Harris, who acted as interpreter and who was 
thoroughly acquainted with that part of the country; 
Lieut. Jones, a trooper named Goodchild, another 
trooper whose name escapes my memory, and myself. 
The villagers in this region were filled with terror, 
and when it was reported to us that a band of Uhlans 
had been sighted not far away we were at first in- 
clined to discount the information as being merely 
the hallucination of a people whose nerves were being 
shattered by the uncertainty of the fate that awaited 
them. But in war it does not pay to be skeptical of 
any hints, and our party kept a vigilant lookout for 
any stray enemy patrokh We saw none of the enemy 
that day, however, and towards nightfall we pro- 
ceeded along by the side of a railway line, but always 
maintaining a strict watch. 

That night the statements of friendly peasants that 
a Uhlan patrol was in the neighborhood became so 
convincing that Trooper Goodchild was dispatched to 
the regiment to report that contact had been estab- 
lished with the enemy. It was a dramatic moment 
for the rest of the small, party as we heard our 
mounted comrade clatter away in the darkness -to 
warn our anxious but undaunted colleagues farther 
back. 

After passing through a village we arrived at a 
small farm, and our officers decided to dodge round 
this point, in hope of getting actual contact with one 
of the Kaiser’s crack cavalry patrols. Lieut. Harris 
was. equipped with very powerful field glasses, and in 
the gathering dusk he thought he detected several 
Uhlans on the slope of a hill some considerable dis- 
tance off. 

For a few seconds I watched our officer gazing in- 
tently at a spur of land, and by the twitching of his 
mouth I could see that he, at all events, was under 
no illusions as to the presence of Germans in the 
quarter suspected. 

“Who has the fastest and quietest horse?” Lieut. 
Harris asked, lowering his glasses and turning to his 
brother officer, Lieut. Jones. 

At that time I rode a magnificent black horse 
named Darkie, a thoroughly trained animal, which 
seemed to possess almost human instinct. I was 
raised into the seventh heaven of delight when I 
heard Lieut. Jones remark: “I think that big black 
horse is the best’—an opinion I shared, seeing it

was my own trusty Darkie which had been. referred to. 

After a whispered confab between our two officers 
I was ordered to go.up towards the hill where. the 
Uhlans were supposed to be, but to be very careful, 
and not to fire if I could possibly avoid it. There 
was a hedge jutting out, and I rode behind this until 
I got into a wood, and there I dodged about quietly, 
keeping a sharp lookout and patiently waiting for 
the dawn of Aug. 20 to break. I think that experi- 
ence with my equine companion in the eerie atmos- 
phere and surroundings of that wood did much to 
keep me almost free from “nerves” in the later 
stages of the war. 

I had every confidence in Darkie, and I knew from 
experience of him that he would rather choke than 
utter any sound in such circumstances, but it was an 
anxious time waiting for daylight. I remember it 
would be about 3 o’clock on the morning of Aug. 20 
when with the first gleam of light I noticed the hel- 
mets of two Uhlans a considerable distance away. I 
took a careful note of the spot, and then, wheeling 
my horse about, I galloped off to report what I had 
seen. 

I had no sooner reported the presence of the enem ’ 
to my officers than about 20 Uhlans came galloping 
down the hill after us, the Hun cavalrymen having 
evidently discovered our presence with the increasing 
daylight. There were only four of us in our party, the 
two officers and two cavalrymen—and we galloped 
off, pursued by the helmeted Uhlans, who were all 
superbly mounted. When we came to a farm we 
dodged round it, and, the light now being much 
clearer, Lieut. Harris had a long and anxious look 
through his field glasses, and noted with satisfaction 
that the enemy apparently had not seen where we 
had gone to. It was then decided that we should en- 
deavor to find our regiment, as our little party stood 
no chance if we got to close quarters with such a 
numerically superior body. 

It was while we were getting ready to mount that 
ene of our party descried a band of Uhlans about 600 
yards in front of us on the main road. There was a 
whispered talk between our officers as to whether 


we should fire on the Uhlans, as there were only two - 


rifles amongst us, the officers not being armed in 
this respect. 

My comrade and I were ordered to open fire on 
the Hun cavalrymen. It fell to me to fire the first 
shot, and it was a proud moment for me when I heard 
the bullet sing in the direction of the Uhlans. 1

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IEUT. E. M. ROBERTS, an American 
who served 22 months in the Royal 
Flying Corps of England and had many 
dangerous adventures, got the biggest 
thrill and the greatest fright in his 
career as a fighting airman while fly- 

~ ing peacefully above London, with no 
enemy near. He was high over the earth, riding out 
a storm, meanwhile amusing himself by diving 
through clouds, when he dashed out of a thick vapor 
into a thinner one almost upon a big Weather Bureau 
balloon with two accupants, and barely succeeded in 
missing it. 

The young American was one of the “aces” of his 
corps, having won the title by bringing down five 
German airplanes.. Afterward he added two to the 
count before he was compelled by illness to retire 
from the service. Before this occurred he was shot 
down from the clouds and wounded so many times 
that he lost the count. 

Lieut. Roberts had another remarkable cloud-diving 
experience in France. On this occasion he came into 
clear air at the side of a German airplane. He killed 
the pilot of the enemy machine in a fight which he 
vividly describes. It was his first victory as a pilot, 
although he had a couple previously, as an observer 
in a two-seated machine before he had learned to 
operate an airplane himself. Once he finished a fly- 
ing task with two bullets in his head. Weeks after- 
ward, when he had partly recovered from his in- 
juries, 18 bullet fragments were taken from his 
wounds. 

Lieut. Roberts shook hands with King George of 
England and conversed with him twice, and once was 
presented to the Queen and to Princess Mary. The 
English sovereign impressed him as being “a very 
able man,” and he was glad to be in his service and 
to have had a chance to fight for a country like En- 
gland. 

Roberts was a native of Duluth. He ran away from 
home at the age of 10 and led a life of adventure for 
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The most thrilling experience of an 
American who served 22 months 
in English flying corps — His 
death race with a Hun aviator,

years in the American Northwest and in the adjacent 
region of Canada. He relates that Jack London was 
his friend and once saved his life. The battle of the 
Marne and the first conflict at Ypres were history 
before he knew there was a war. He had been drill- 
ing for oil in the foothills of the Canadian Rockies 
and decided to visit Calgary. At the little town where 
he took a train he bought a beefsteak, which the 
butcher wrapped in a piece of newspaper. From this 
paper he learned that war had been declared. At 
Calgary he met a pal who told him 200 volunteers were 
wanted and he enlisted that night. He was gassed 
at the second battle of ‘““Wipers,”” became a dispatch 
bearer, was badly injured by a shell and then was 
transferred to the engineers until he obtained admis- 
sion to the flying corps. In telling of his narrow 
escape from colliding with a balloon over London, in 
his book, “A Fighting Airman,” issued by Harper & 
Brothers, he says: 

“I’d gone up practicing and trying out a machine. 
After flying about a while I started to descend, when 
I discovered, on going through the clouds, that there 
was a rainstorm. I had petrol for a couple of hours, 
so decided to go back up and ride it out above the 


storm. The clouds were very high and peculiarly 
formed, in layers and peaks. The earth was out of 
sight. I started to amuse myself at an elevation of 


about 11,000 feet by diving through the peaks of these 
clouds and coming out on the other side. 
“Fooling around, I dived into the peak of a cloud 


and made a miscalculation. It was bigger and denser 
than I thought. The vapor closed around me. I lost 
all sense of balance. The machine dived down, start- 
ed to flatten out, and turned into the glide at a speed 
of not less than 200 miles an hour. In this glide I 
came out of the dense peak into a thinner layer of 
cloud. I could see dimly about 50 feet before me, 
Suddenly the dark round belly of a balloon was before 
me. 

“T seemed paralyzed. By some instinctive move- 
ment of the rudder I swerved and passed by the bal- 
loon. The terrific disturbance of the air shook it so 
that it nearly threw two occupants out of the basket. 
I slowed by climbing and circled about. The fright- 
ened men in the basket motioned frantically for me 
to stay away. I continued to circle for some minutes 
to see that the men were safe. Then I descended. It 
was the worst fright and the greatest thrill of the 
war for me. It was so utterly unlooked for, whereas 
fights with enemy machines are business.” 

Here is his story of his other dangerous dive 
through a cloud: 

‘““At the level of 18,000 feet I found myself sweep- 
ing along a very large peak of cloud. Intending to 
spoil its pretty formation I dived into it, and, coming 
out on the other side, found myself alongside a Hun 
airplane of the Albatross type. I suppose he was as 
much surprised as I was when he saw me emerging 
from the cloud, 

“Neither of us could shoot at the other because 
the guns of the machines we were flying were fixed 
to the machine so that the machine itself had to be 
pointed. We were so close together that this could 
not be done without ramming one another. The Hun 
waved at me and I waved at him. I was so close to 
him that I could see his face, even to the wrinkles 
around his mouth. 

“I was flying between the Hun and his own lines 
and I had fuel for another hour and a quarter, any- 
way.
